vania today under the new "secur­ 
ity wage” program. 
Advent of the new fiscal year 
found all workers ordered to work 
130 hours in order to earn their 
monthly security wage. 
Under the 
program for the 1938-39 fiscal year, 
which ended at m idnight last F ri­ 
day, employes were required to work 
only from 47 to 120 hours monthly 
to earn the wage. 
Skilled workers were most dras­ 
tically affected under the new set­ 
up. 
Workers who formerly worked 
56 hours a m onth at $1.50 an hour 
to earn a monthly wage of $85 now 
will be required to work 130 hours 
at 66 cents an hour to earn a m onth­ 
ly wage of $85.50. 
So-called white collar workers will 
work 130 hours at 73 cents an hour 
to earn $94 90 monthly. 
Previously 
they worked on a varying *ch**dule 
cf hour* to make approximately the 
same wage. 
Laborers who previously worked 
96 hours at 50 cents an hour to 
earn $48 40 m onthly now will work 
130 hours at 38 cent* an hour to
